Comfort should be the main feature of every home and 


everything else should be subservient thereto.

When this occurs this au- 
thority says that what is needed is not more fuel, but more 
air. it therefore stands to reason that pure air within a 
home or other building promotes efficiency which certainly 
has an economic value even in the home where a given 
amount of work has to be done daily. 


Methods of Heating 


There are various methods of heating with which 


house-owners are familiar. All are successful in producing 
heat if of proper size and construction and intelligently 
operated. Bach system has its advocates, and each is 
adapted for heating certain types of buildings. For the 
home nothing approaches the warm air heater. It is, of 
course, understood that no system of heating will give 
satisfactory results unless it is adequate in size and prop- 
erly installed.

Methods of Burning Fuel 


Granted that you have considered the various systems 


of heating and have decided for your home to use -warm 
air we assume that you are interested in the method of 
burning tuel to be used therein and in the kind of fuel to 
be used. Hard coal is preferred by many, but it is very 
expensive in comparison with soft coal of the cheaper 
grades. You may hesitate to use soft coal owing to the 
experiences of your friends, which have had with top draft 
and underfeed types of soft coal furnaces, many of -which 
have been widely advertised and have not given in any 
case satisfactory results.

What DePolo Says, Down Draft Means 


and Does , 


Down draft means to bring the air in on top of the 


boriy of the fuel and to pass it down through the several 
stages of the same, discharging the gases at a very high 
temperature at or near the grate line 


By this method of combustion a temperature is creat- 


ed far in excess of that produced by the ordinary method 
of burning fuel. The intense heat is caused by two ele- 
ments opposing each other at a point of gas discharge in 
the fuel body. The gases in the burning fuel try to force 
their way into the fuel chamber, and the incoming air 
through the draft door opposes them.
